Police have agreed to disclose 
secret reports to a mother 
who was spied on by officers 
as she sought answers to her 
son’s death in Kingston al¬ 
most 18 years ago. 

Sukhdev Reel, 65, was 
monitored by undercover 
Metropolitan Police officers 
as she campaigned to find out 
what happened to her son 
Ricky Reel, 20. 

The Brunei University 


student vanished after going 
to Options nightclub in 
Clarence Street on October 
15, 1997. His body was pulled 
from the Thames a week 
later. 

Mrs Reel has always main¬ 
tained her son was mur¬ 
dered, although Kingston 
police have always insisted 
there was no evidence to sug¬ 
gest foul play. 

Last year, after she was told 
she had been spied on, Mrs 
Reel launched a petition call¬ 
ing for a public inquiry into 
undercover police investiga¬ 
tions. It has so far been 


signed by more than 78,000 
people. 

This week, the retired coun¬ 
cil worker said she has now 
been invited to read redacted 
reports of the police’s infor¬ 
mation on her. 

Mrs Reel said: “Out of the 
blue they have said we can 
view the reports. 

“I don’t know what they are 
going to say, but the reports 
will be redacted so it is not a 
full, frank disclosure. 

“We are disappointed, but 
not surprised - it has been 
their attitude all along. 

“We want to see what the 


reports contain and how 
many of them there were and 
who had been collating them 
- what was the point of them? 

“What were they going to 
use them for? What was the 
reason for spying on us? 

“Resources should have 
been spent on investigating 
Ricky’s murder, not on 
spying on us as an innocent 
family. 

“We are hoping the reports 
will shed some light about 
what was going on. We are 
going to go with an open 
mind.” 

A police spokesman would 


not confirm Mrs Reel’s 
claims about the reports. 

On the night he vanished, 
Ricky Reel and his friends 
were racially abused by a 
group of white men. 

Mrs Reel has previously 
said her son’s disappearance 
was not treated seriously by 
Kingston police officers, who 
initially suggested he may 
have run away from an ar¬ 
ranged marriage or to be 
with a boyfriend. 

She also said police in 
Kingston and her hometown 
West Drayton “passed her 
around like a football” by 


suggesting it came under the 
other’s jurisdiction. 

Mrs Reel’s petition calls for 
a public inquiry, a police 
apology, assurances that spy¬ 
ing on family justice cam¬ 
paigns has been stopped and 
legal aid for the families 
involved. 

Others spied on by police 
after losing their loved ones 
include the families of 
Stephen Lawrence and Jean 
Charles de Menezes.

A new specialist college for 
up to 800 students could be 
opened in Kingston by 2017, 
according to the group be¬ 
hind the project. 

A bid is being put together 
to create Kingston University 
Technical College - a school 
teaching practical and voca¬ 
tional courses for students 
aged 14 to 19. 

If successful, the UTC could 
be operating by September 
2017, although a site for the 
college is yet to be found. 

Project manager Maundy 
Todd said: “We have a huge 
demand for more school 
places in Kingston and it has 
been documented over the 
years that employers cannot 
find people with the skills 
they need. 

“I got very excited about 
bringing this kind of educa¬ 
tional establishment to 


Kingston. This kind of insti¬ 
tute has to be driven by em¬ 
ployer needs. 

“The whole thing is about 
building partnerships.” 

Introduced under the previ¬ 
ous coalition Government, 
UTCs work on the same 
premise as free schools, in 
that bids are submitted by 
groups and organisations. 

They offer full-time techni¬ 
cal courses for students look¬ 
ing to enter a specific trade or 
industry. 

They work with local busi¬ 
nesses and specialise in a spe¬ 
cific subject, usually one 
where there are a lack of 
skills in the area. 

The Kingston UTC bid is 
being backed by organisa¬ 
tions including LGC Group, 
Berkeley Group, Kingston 
Hospital, Barclays Bank and 
small businesses led by New 
England Seafood, Genuine 
Solutions Group and Signa¬ 
ture. 

A spokeswoman for 


Kingston Hospital said it was 
hoped the college would spe¬ 
cialise in health. 

She said: “Having a college 
that specialises in health 
and social sciences would 
not only be beneficial for 
recruiting staff for the hospi¬ 
tal but also for other local 
organisations.” 

In February former Rich¬ 
mond Park and North 
Kingston MP Zac Goldsmith 
also brought the idea before 
the House of Commons 
with Lord Baker, the man 
behind the Baker Deering 
Trust which sponsors the 
UTC programme. 

Ed Davey, Kingston and 
Surbiton’s Liberal Democrat 
candidate said: “I am behind 
anything that will bring more 
skills to the area, however, 
the financials of the project 
like this have to be properly 
worked out.” 

Mr Davey also questioned 
where such a large site would 
be located in the borough. 


He said: “This would be a 
big college and it is extremely 
important that the local peo¬ 
ple will have to be consulted 
properly.” 

But Mrs Todd said: “The 
UTC programme is very well 
established and if they don’t 


think we can do it they will 
not give us permission.” 

The bid will be submitted in 
October to the Baker Deering 
Trust.

£148k-a-year chief exec fails to respond to our questions 

Child services boss 
silent on £7.5m cuts

The company running children’s 
services in Kingston and Rich¬ 
mond has been forced to make 
£7.5m of cuts in its first three 
years. 

Achieving for Children (AfC), a 
community interest company 
launched in April 2014 after 
Kingston’s “inadequate” Ofsted 
report two years earlier, had said 
it faces “challenging efficiency 
targets” imposed by its parent 
councils. 

It has already been told to cut 
£3.5m from its £107m budget and 
faces further saving targets of 
£2m in 2015-16 and the following 
year, while seeking to maintain 
“the breadth and quality” of its 
services. 

The company’s business plan 
states it will expand to bring in 
£6m of extra business from other 
councils. 

The Kingston Guardian con¬ 
tacted Kingston Council with 
questions for AfC’s £148,263-per- 
year chief executive Nick Whit¬ 
field, after the company’s first 
year. He is yet to respond. 

Questions included how 
he plans to make the 
multi-million-pound cuts, 
whether or not a forecast 
overspend last year 


actually occurred, and where 
AfC’s first round of cuts fell. 

The Kingston Guardian 
also asked whether AfC had 
achieved its first-year goals, 
which included: 

• To see Kingston’s notice to 
improve, imposed by the Govern¬ 
ment in 2012, lifted. 

• To provide “strong” evidence 
to suggest both Richmond and 
Kingston could be judged “good” 
by the watchdog. 

• To fully integrate 
services with re¬ 
duced manage¬ 
ment costs. 

• To deliver ef- — l 
ficiency savings .X 
for 2014-15 and * ^ 
put in place an 
“achievable” \ 
plan for 2015-16. 



No response was received. The 
improvement notice was listed as 
“open” on gov.uk on Tuesday. 

But Kingston Council’s lead 
member for children, Andrea 
Craig, said: “I have seen a com¬ 
plete transformation of the 
service. 

“We are really very much look¬ 
ing forward to Ofsted coming in.” 

Communication between de¬ 
partments and with families had 
also improved, she said. 

AfC is responsible for educa¬ 
tion, social care and early help, 
and supports children with dis- 
. abilities and their families. 

If the social enterprise, which 
employs more than 600 full-time 

staff across 24 buildings and 
ft youth centres, does turn a prof- 
| it, the money will be pumped 
back into services. 

In March, AfC opened an 
internal investigation after mis¬ 
takenly reporting its own 
staff members to police 
for conducting a sur- 
^ vey from a van out¬ 
side a school.

Was man found on fire let down by trust? 


An investigation has been 
launched into the death of a man 
who was found on fire in a New 
Malden street. 

Colin Edwards, 51, died in March 
a few days after he was found with 
50 per cent burns outside Clear 
House in Kingston Road, where it 
is believed he was sleeping. 

Friends and acquaintances 
raised concerns he had been let 
down by authorities. 

School friend John Ridley told 
the Kingston Guardian last 


month: “Colin has always been a 
bit of a loner. He had mental 
health problems and the authori¬ 
ties would not deal with it. 

“He was put on a shelf to rot. 
That’s why he got into this mess. I 
saw him a couple of weeks ago 
and he said ‘They won’t house me, 
they won’t come near me’. 

“No one wanted to help him. He 
should have been in cared 
accommodation or sheltered 
accommodation.” 

A spokesman acting for 


Kingston Council and South West 
London and St George’s Mental 
Health Trust, which runs Tol- 
worth Hospital, said: “The council 
and South West London and St 
George’s Mental Health NHS 
Trust extend our deepest sympa¬ 
thies to family and friends at this 
distressing time. As with all cases 
of this nature, the trust will con¬ 
duct an investigation into the case 
and will be liaising with other 
agencies, including Kingston’s 
housing team to conclude.”

Coun Davis cites two property developers 
who have made political donations to Mr 
Davey, both declared on the Electoral 
Commission website. 

Coun Davis also refers to an unnamed 
special adviser who donated “£10s of thou¬ 
sands of pounds [sic]” to Mr Davey. 

Mr Davey said: “As an MP, I don’t have a 
planning role on Kingston Council. He 
[Coun Davis] is leader of the council, lead¬ 
er of the planning authority.” 

The special adviser is in fact another for¬ 
mer Kingston Council leader, Chris 
Nicholson. He led the Liberal Democrat 
administration of the 1980s, and quit his 
job at auditing giant KPMG to join Mr 
Davey at DECC. 

The Electoral Commission website 
shows he made two £5,000 donations to Mr 
Davey, one in October 2014 and another in 
January this year. 

Mr Nicholson said: “He [Coun Davis] 
refers to Ed Davey’s special adviser at 
DECC having given tens of thousands of 
pounds, which is demonstrably untrue. 

“He could have done a simple check and 
discovered that. The fact I was a special 
adviser to Ed is irrelevant - the donations 
came from my savings.”

I love living in Kingston. It is the 
perfect place to bring up my 
young family and there is the 
added bonus of London’s largest 
royal park on my doorstep. 

However, Richmond Park is 
overshadowed by one thing - dog 
fouling. 

I had never noticed it much be¬ 
fore, but since spending so much 
more time there with my children, 
it is clear there is a serious prob¬ 
lem that needs addressing. 

Even though it is a breach of the 
park’s regulations to not clear up 
after your dog fouls in the park 
(police issue £60 on-the-spot 
fines), a lot of people do not seem 
bothered.

If you do not like doing it, do not 
own a dog or at least do not come 
to Richmond Park with it. 

Do not get me wrong, I love dogs, 
but it is quite simply dangerous 
and unacceptable to allow them to 
fill the park with mess and not re¬ 
move it. 

I know they are not responsible 
for the park, but I was really 
pleased to read in your paper that 
Kingston Council is trialling a 
new scheme this summer in the 
town centre, north Kingston and 
Surbiton, which will see £80 fines 
being issued to people not clearing 
up their dog’s mess. 

I hope it makes an impact, as it 
does not appear to be working in 
Richmond Park. 


Thankfully, even the younger 
generations have been getting in¬ 
volved, as shown by the great 
work of the Poosaders. The 
anonymous Kingston children 
travel around circling dog poo 
with eco-friendly paint to stop 
pedestrians putting their foot in it 
and to highlight the problem. 

We need to start naming and 
shaming the dog owners blatantly 
refusing to clean up, then maybe 
they will get the message.

Greenbelt is 
not ideal site 
for school 

Where is the permanent site for 
the Cobham secondary free 
school going to be? 

Elmbridge Council has not re¬ 
ceived any planning applications, 
despite the fact the publicity sug¬ 
gests the site has been agreed and 
that the school opened in 2014 in 
temporary accommodation. 

Discussions have taken place 
about a greenbelt site behind the 
Leg O’Mutton field. This site is 
virtually landlocked. 

Any access would have the ef¬ 
fect of gridlocking one of our 
major roads. 

The school’s recruitment area 
this year was extended to 5.65km 
as the crow flies. 

It was suggested that there 
could be a dedicated access across 
the Leg O’Mutton field, with peo¬ 
ple using the Downside Bridge 
car park as a dropping-off area. 

With the secondary school 
using temporary accommodation 
at present, where is further such 
accommodation to be sited until a 
solution is reached? 

We believe the school would like 
permission for temporary class¬ 
rooms on the recreation ground. 

To achieve this, hard-standing, 
water, electricity and sewerage 
would need to be installed and 
then reversed when no longer 
needed. 

The general public could be de¬ 
prived of its use of the field for 
some four to five years. 

In 2012, Elmbridge residents 
voted the field as the QEII jubilee 
field in perpetuity and, thus, it be¬ 
came part of a trust. 

Permission for even a tempo¬ 
rary change of use would need to 
be obtained from Elmbridge 
Council and almost certainly 
from the trust. 

There are those who feel that 
the need for a secondary school in 
the centre of Cobham should take 
priority over everything else. 

We are not opposed to addition¬ 
al secondary school places for 
children, but there must be a bet¬ 
ter solution to that which has 
been indicated. 

Consultation with local people 
has been sadly lacking. 

In order to achieve permission 
to use greenbelt land, there has to 
be an overwhelming need - not a 
desire. 

Some secondary schools in Elm¬ 
bridge have attained or applied 
for academy status. 

Plans for Rydens to rebuild and 
expand have been approved by 
Elmbridge Council. Heathside, in 
Weybridge, wishes to expand - 
traffic plans have to be agreed 
first. 

Esher High will, in 2016, have St 
Andrew’s Primary, in Cobham, as 
one of its feeder schools for those 
children living in the catchment 
area. 

Permission for a further sec¬ 
ondary free school in Molesey 
was turned down on the basis it 
was not required. 

Where then, in Elmbridge, is 
the overwhelming need? 

With elections looming, we 
should be asking our parliamen¬ 
tary candidates where they 
stand. This letter was written 
by three concerned Cobham 
residents.

ORDER: only what you need. If you don’t need the 
medicine now - don’t order it! 

You can still request other items on your repeat 
prescription at a later stage. 

PROTECT: yourself and others by returning 
unused medicines to your local pharmacy for safe 
disposal and don’t store unused medicines at home.

K ingston will be wel¬ 
coming Korea this 
summer with a series 
of festival activities cele¬ 
brating the culturally di¬ 
verse nation, writes Rachel 
Burford. 

Centred around the Rose 
Theatre, the festival will 
showcase the very best 
Korea has to offer. 

Billed as a “party with a 
purpose”, the event com¬ 
bines an arts festival with a 
trade fair that will span the 
whole of Kingston town 
centre. 

Events will include Seoul- 
based dance and comedy 


teams at the Rose, Anglo- 
Korean concerts at All 
Saints Church and exhibi¬ 
tions from the new genera¬ 
tion of Korean artists at 
Kingston College’s Creative 
Industries Centre and 
Kingston Museum. 

The Rose will also be host¬ 
ing a Jangmadang, the Ko¬ 
rean word for market place, 
and Guildhall will host a 
green debate, bringing to¬ 
gether Eastern and Western 
views on climate change 
into one global discussion.

Just saving up a deposit used 
to be the hardest part of buying 
a home, but now the mortgage 
application process is tougher 
than ever before. 

Luckily with the spring weather 
comes a thaw in the first time 
buyer mortgage market. 

Some of the really tough 
affordability requirements are now 
being relaxed and mortgage rates 
are falling. Here are four simple 
steps to spring mortgage success: 

Get Saving: Interest rates on 
mortgages are currently dropping 
quickly, and some five-year fixed- 
rate deals are on offer for less than 
two per cent at the moment. Unfor¬ 
tunately though, the best mort¬ 
gage deals will go to the borrowers 
who have the largest deposit. 

Experts are saying that if you 
can put down at least a 10 per cent 
deposit, you are more likely to get 
the better offers and end up with 
lower monthly payments.

Arrange Your Finances: It is vital 
that you have your finances in 
order when applying for a mort¬ 
gage.

The landlord insurance special¬ 
ists asked customers the question

Perhaps surprisingly, 17 per 
cent of those surveyed were aged 
just 20-29 when they became a 
landlord for the first time. 

"The results show that those in 
their 40s are looking towards 
property as an investment for 
their money," said Steve Jones, 
Rentguard director.

"With the recent relaxing of 
pension rules we expect the fifty 
plus bracket, and even those in 
their 60s, to be the biggest 
growing group over the next 
year or two," added Jones. 

According to a report earlier this 
year by the Halifax, the average 
age of a first buyer of an owner 
occupied property was 30 years 
old, up from 29 in 2011. 

The region with the oldest 
average age of this type of buyer 
was London at 32.
